All the other deep 
water frontage is owned by the three 
railroads, the dock companies, the eit- 
les of Long Beach and Los Angeles 
or is affected by the tideland suits 
and is therefore not to be purchased. 
- The deal is therefore one of more 


than ordinary importance. Tt gives 
the Newport-Middleton Syndicate a 
strategic advantage in harbor affaira. 
Announcement has already been made 


by members of the syndicate, however, -

Two thousapd feet of the property 
fronts on channel No. 3 and 1000 feat 
on channel No. 2 of the inser harbor. 
These channels are twenty-one feet 
deep at mean low tide and are wide 
enough to permit the largest ships to 
enter. The property runs back 706 
feet from the water's edge to track- 
age, making the land ideal for indus- 
trial sites. 

Plans of the syndicate have not 
been announced, but the purchase is 
significant in view of the fact that 
Middleton has heretofore acted as the 
purchasing agent of numerous large 
industrial enterprises which have ac- 
quired sites in the inner harbor sec- 
tlon. He has long been associated 
with harbor development and is a firm 
believer that the inner harbor fe the 
only logical place for the location of 
industries. - |
